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INTRODUCING THE AUSTRALIANS 


Jim McCabe: South Australia’s outstanding goal- 
keeper in recent years. Played such a brilliant 
game for Australia against the Hungarian side last 
year that he was given a chance against F.K. 
Austria in Sydney, and gave such a bright display 
he immediately became a favourite with the Sydney 
fans. Played for Australia against Blackpool in 
Sydney and was highly praised for his performance. 


R. Adair: The only player from Western Australia in 
the team. Between 1949 and 1957 he has repre- 
sented his State on seventeen occasions including 
international matches against Rapide (twice), South 
Africa (twice), Ferencvaros (twice). 


Harry Murdoch of the South Coast Club, Baigownie, 
N.S.W., had the unenviable task of marking Stanley 
Matthews last May. Harry Murdoch became Bal- 
gownie’s first Australian representative player for 
30 years when he was chosen to play for Australia 
last year. He played against the Eastern Athletic 
Club (China) and F.K. Austria, but missed out on 
the Ferencvaros Torna Club through a broken arm. 
In the State Premiership competition, only one goal 
was scored against Balgownie in the first five 
rounds, which gives some idea of the competence 
of this team and reflects to the credit of Harry 
in his ability to break up scoring movements. 


Joe Marston: Australia’s most outstanding player 
since he returned from England a few years ago. 
Joe played for Australia against South Africa in 
1947 at right-back. He was only a lad then, but 
was showing such outstanding promise he was 
signed by Preston North End. This top-grade 
English club converted him into centre-half, and he 
was classed as one of the best in England. He 
played for Preston in the English Cup Final at 
Wembley against West Bromwich Albion in 1954, 
and played for the English League against the 
Scottish League at Hampden Park, Glasgow, shortly 
before returning to Australia. Joe is captain-coach 
of the Australian team, and is a favourite with all. 


Kev O’Neill: One of the most experienced players 
(age 33) in the Australian side. Toured South Africa 
with the Australian team in 1950 and has played 
in almost every big game since. The only member 
of the team that Played against the English 1951 
team at the Adelaide Oval. A regular member of 
the N.S.W. State team for many years. 


Bruce Morrow: This dashing N.S.W. lad scored 


several goals against Blackpool. A member of the 
N.S.W. State team, he was one of Australia’s most 

. Successful players in the Olympic Garnes, Black- 
pool manager, Eric Hayward, wanted to take Bruce 
back to England. 


Spencer Kitching: Spencer is actually a Queensland 
boy, but has been playing this season in N.S.W. 
with great success. One of the fastest players off 
the mark in Australia, he was a regular choice in 
the games against Blackpool. A member of the 
Olympic squad that toured Australia in 1956, he 
was then prominent in the Queensland State team, 
In addition to his speed he has a good shot with 
either foot. 


Brian Vogler: Erian, a 26-year-old miner, is well, 
known in Interstate soccer: he has played for 
Queensland for several years, and has played for 
Australia on many occasions. He was a member 
of the Australian O ic squad. He scored one of 
Australia’s goals Blackpool. Usually plays 
on the left wing, but can play equally well on the 
right. 


Gordon “Bunny” Nunn: Centre-forward and probably 
one of Australia’s best-known players. Has repre- 
sented his country on rs to New Zealand and 
South Africa, and has been one of the most prolific 
goal-getters in the game. First played for Australia 
in 1948, and has scarcely missed a season since 
without again playing for Australia. Bunny is one 
of the best liked players in the country, being 
immensely popular with both team-mates and 
opponents, 


Norm Rule: Another of the younger school (age 26) 
who came into the team against New South Wales 
in 1956. Has fulfilled all expectations in all games 
for Queensland since. Performed weil for Australia 
against Blackpool. 


Frank Loughran: This 26-year-old pint-sized Irishman 
is an industrious inside-right. He is the smallest 
player in the team. He has been an almost regular 
player for Australia in recent years. He played in 
the Olympic Games and was successful in games 
against Blackpool. 


Wally Firkins: A 22-year-old Scot, selected as reserve 
goalkeeper. His choice in the tourists surprised 
many in N.S.W., but he has a fine reputation in 
Tasmania, 


Lolly Vella: This 30-year-old Maltese made his inter- 
national debut against Blackpool at outside-right. 
He has lived in Melbourne for the past six years 
and is a clever ball player. 


Jack Mather: South Australia’s Captain and Joe 
Marston’s understudy at centre-half. He can also 
play full-back. 


Bob Wemyss: A balding Scot, he is Captain of Vic- 
toria. Heisa hard-working right-half but can also 
play full-back. He is aged 28.

K. “Keith” Gibson—Left-half: A veteran Wellington 
representative, this player toured Australia with 
the last New Zealand team and also represented 
New Zealand in 1955. His club is Seatoun. Team 
Captain, Holds a Chatham Cup Medal. 


T. “Tommy” MeCabe—Outside-right: Has represented 
Wellington many times, also the North Island and 
New Zealand. His club is Marist. 


R. “Rodney” Reid—Inside-right; Although only mak- 
ing his debut in senior representative football this 
year, this 18-year-old Miramar Rangers player has 
already represented the North Island. 


B. “Brahm” Schryvers—Centre-forward: This Stop 
Out player has represented Wellington on many 
occasions in this position.
